The  Old  Y Bell,  for  years  a 
historic  fixture  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  campus,  will 
be  enshrined  in  a tower  lo  be 
constructed  this  year,  it  was  an- 
nounced Monday  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Ground  breaking  for  the  tow- 
er, which  will  be  built  at  an  es- 
timated cost  of  $5,000,  is  sched- 
uled for  Feb.  26,  and  the  cere- 
monies will  be  part  of  special 
activities  planned  for  “Spirit  of 
the  Y Week”  at  BYU. 

The  announcement  culminates 

drive  started  years  ago  by  a 
campus  service  organization,  the 
Intercollegiate  Knights,  who 
sought  a suitable  site  for  a tow- 
er in  which  to  hang  the  campus 
symbol. 

Select  Site 

Last  week  the  3 2 -member 
“Spirit  of  the  Y”  Committee  of 
faculty  and  students,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Don  Jensen,  sel- 
ected a location  for  the  propos- 
ed tower.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
has  authorized  its  construction 
on  the  brow  of  the  hill  south  of 
the  football  stadium  and  north 
of  the  stairway  leading  down  to 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

From  this  location,  the  Com 
mittee  pointed  out,  the  bell  can 
be  heard  on  top  of  the  hill,  be 
low  the  hill  in  the  Fieldhouse 
and  athletic  areas,  and  through- 
out the  city. 


The  tower  will  be  about  20 
feet  high,  and  present  plans  call 
for  a circular,  terrazzo  base  ap- 
proximately 25  feet  in  diameter. 
The  finished  structure  will  be 
reinforced  concrete  with  adjoin- 
ing benches. 


Russ  Won’t  See 
Army  Satellite 
Says  Professor 

Berkeley,  Calif.  (INS)  A noted 
astronomer  who  has  been  study- 
ing satellite  orbits  said  Monday 
the  orbit  of  the  U.S.  satellite 
‘Explorer”  was  dictated  by  con- 
siderations of  safety. 

Dr.  Leland  Cunningham  of 
the  University  of  California’s 
Astronomy  Department  was  ask- 
ed to  explain  why  Russia’s  Sput- 
nik orbits  both  over  its  mother 
country  and  the  U.S.  while  Am- 
erica’s Explorer  , does  not  pass 
over  the  USSR  he  replied: 

“The  orbit  chosen  (for  the  Ex- 
plorer) was  the  only  safe  one.” 

But  he  predicted  that  event- 
ually the  U.S.  would  be  able  to 
safely  send  a satellite  over  Rus- 
sia from  such  a base  as  the  new 
missile  launching  site  being  built 
at  Cooke  Air  Force  Base,  Calif.

Concerning  NTS,  Coach  Bill  Meek  of  Southern  Methodist 
and  Coach  Abe  Martin  of  Texas  Christian  have  told  Director 
Kimball  that  if  another  team  were  to  be  added  to  the  South- 
western Conference,  “we  would  vote  for  NTS.” 

TEXAS  SCHOOL  GROWING
